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1 . THE FOLLOWING COUNSTITUTES A PRELIMINARY SCENARIO FOR THE 
AIRPORT DEPARTURE MARCH 15 INASMUCH AS THE BRAZILIAN 
AURHORITIES (EOREIGN OFFICE, PRESIDENCY AND AIR FORCE) 

HAVE NOT YET BEEN ABLE TO AGREE AMONG THEMSELVES ON ALL 
THE FINAL DETAILS. THESE WILL NOT BE AVAILABLE UNTIL 
TUESDAY, MARCH 12, AND WILL THEN BE TRANSMITTED. 

2. THE MOTORCADE WILL ARRIVE AT 8:30, 15 MINUTES BEEORE 
THE SCHEDULED DEPARTURE OF THE AIRCRAFT. MRS. NIXON WILL 
EMERGE FROM HER CAR AND WILL BE GREETED BY THE COMMANDER 
OF THE SIXTH REGIONAL AIR COMMAND, BRIGADEIRO (GENERAL) 

JOSE MARIA CONTINHO MARQUES. SHE WILL THEN BE GREETED 

BY THE SENIOR BRAZILIAN GOVERNMENT REPRESENTATIVE DESIG- 
NATED TO SEE HER OEF (STILL UNSPECIFIED). THEY WILL WALK 
A FEW STEPS FORWARD AND STAND FACING THE BAND AND HONOR 
GUARD. THE US AND BRAZILIAN NATIONAL ANTHEMS WILL BE 
PLAYED. (THE OTHER MEMBERS OE MRS. NIXON'S PARTY, ARRIVING 
WITH HER IN THE MOTORCADE, WILL ALIGHT EROM THE CARS AND 
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THE HONORS CEREMONY.) THE COMMANDER OF THE HONOR GUARD 
WILL THEN APPROACH MRS. NIXON AND ASK HER TO REVIEW THE 
HONOR GUARD. SHE WILL WALK DIAGONALLY TO HER LEFT, 
ESCORTED ON HER RIGHT BY THE COMMANDER OF THE HONOR 
GUARD. WHEN SHE APPROACHES THE HEAD OF THE BAND SHE WILL 
TURN A SHARP RIGHT AND WALK IN FRONT OF THE BAND. WHEN 
SHE IS IN FRONT OF THE COLOR GUARD SHE WILL STOP MOMEN- 
TARILY, TURN LEFT, INCLINE TOWARDS THE FLAGS AND THEN 
CONTINUE TO THE END OF THE HONOR GUARD WHERE SHE WILL 
TURN TO THANK THE COMMANDER OF THE HONOR GUARD WITHOUT, 
HOWEVER, SHAKING HANDS (SINCE HE WILL BE CARRYING A SABER). 

3. MRS. NIXON WILL THEN WALK ALONG A LINE OF SENIOR 
EMBASSY OFFICERS AND THEIR WIVES WHO WILL BE THERE TO 
BID HER FAREWELL. THERE WILL BE ABOUT 20 PEOPLE AND SHE 
WILL SHAKE HANDS WITH EACH OF THEM. AMBASSADOR MORLEY 
WILL FOLLOW HER ALONG THE LINE, HAVING OVER FROM 

HER CAR TO MEET HER, ACCOMPANIED BY AMBASSADOR AND MRS. 
CRIMMINS AND MRS. SIMAS MAGALHAES (MRS. NIXON'S OFFICIAL 
PERSONAL ESCORT). AT THE END OF THE LINE OF SENIOR 
EMBASSY OFFICERS MRS. NIXON WILL SAY FAREWELL TO MRS. 

SIMAS MAGALHAES, TO BRIGADEIRO CONTINHO MARQUES, TO THE 
OFFICIAL GOVERNMENT REPRESENTATIVE AND TO AMBASSADOR 
AND MRS. CRIMMINS WHO WILL THEN ESCORT HER TO THE RAMP 
OF THE AIRCRAFT. IN THE MEANTIME THE OTHER MEMBERS OF 
MRS. NIXON'S OFFICIAL PARTY, WHO HAVE ARRIVED IN THE 
MOTORCADE, WILL HAVE PROCEEDED DIRECTLY TO THE AIRCRAFT 
AND BOARDED. 

4. THIS SCENARIO WILL BE ALTERED SLIGHTLY DEPENDING UPON 
IDENTITY OF THE OFFICIAL GOVERNMENT REPRESENTATIVE WHO 
WILL SEE HER OFF.
